Ca»e of Geo. W Gbix.w— This man, who was 
convicted in Chicago of the murder of his wife, 
and had subsequently a new trial granted him, 
is in a fiir way of escaping the clutches of the 
law altogether.

The iud"e re- 
sinned his sea- up,,,, the bench, and. leaning brer 
to the clerk, directed him not to enter on the re- 
cord the order adjourning the court, or if he 
had done so, to erase it. so that the record would 
.'how that the court was duly open.

of' profound peace and an overflowing treasury. 

Hesolrrd, That we are in favor of the Con- 
ere-s of ihe United States passing a pension law 
for the benefit of all the aforesaid soldiers, who 
have performed military duty in said wars, in 
proportion to the tms that" any soldier may 
have served; nnd if the said soldi!* is dead, and 
leaves a widow or minor heirs, that the same be .

His Honor, says that under the rule as laid 
down by Ihe author- cited for which reference i- 
made to" various adjudged cases cited by them, 
and which is entirely analagous to the principle 
commonly applied at law to cases in which 
several persons are bound, in different instru- 
ments for the performance of the same thing. He 
Is of opinion that the plaintiff in this ca<e has a 
right to a judgment against the defendants for 
the whole amount of the loss covered by the 
policy, leaving them to state with the otlier 
companies the proportions of the loss whicli , 
ought to be borne by each; unless in the pre- 
sent case the plain** is willing and in'.mds to J 
limit his recovery ^o the same, for which the 
defendants, as between themselves and the 
other companies would ultimately be liable as 
their proportion of the loss; of which there is no 
decisive indication in the petition. His Honor 
saysthat from this view it follows, that, the pe- 
tition shows a right of action and recovery for 
the difference between the sum paid by defen- 
dants and the entire amount of $5,000 which 
they insured on the original building. Al- 
though his Honor declines to determine, in this 
suit, the proportions for which each of the coin- 
ianies is liable for the loss on the original build- 
in", which alone was insured by the de/endants 
while the otlier companies insured also the ad- 
dition; yet he is of opinion thattvon if the plain- 
tiff's recovery in this case should be restricted 
to the proportionate liability of the defendants 
on their policy, he has shown a right to recover 
from them more than five-twelfths of the amount 
of their policy, wliich is as much as they have 
paid; and which would be the extent of their 
proportionable liability, if the original building 
alone were insured by all the policies, amount- 
ing in the aggregate to $12,000, without taking 
into consideration the loss falling upon the other 
insurers on account of the additional building 
cov.-red by their policies, and which has suffer 
ed detriment by fire to the amount of more than 
$1,100, which they must pay. The amount of 
this loss at least should be deducted from their 
policies beforethcir aggregate amount is brought 
into the calculation, by which the proportional 
liability of each is to be ascertained. Whether 
there should not be a greater deduction on Ac- 
count of their continuing liability for loss which 
ay yet occur on the additional building cover 
ed by their policies, his Honor does not decide 
His Honor rules, in pursuance of the foregoing 
principles, that the petition should have been 
adjudged good and demurrer.
